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OF BOUNDARY DISPUTE 


Bolivian People Unanimously 
Protest Against Decision of 
President Alcorta, of Argen- 
tina, Dividing Famous Acre 
District: Between Bolivia and 
Peru. 


La Paz, Bolivia, July 9.—At 9 o'clock 
a furious mob attacked the Argentine 
legation. Troops have been called out, 
and are now guarding the Argentine 
minister. The trouble is the outcome 
ef the decision rendered by President 
Alcorta, of Argentine, in the boundary 
dispute between Peru and Bolivia. 

Senor Fonseca is the Argentine min- 


ister to Bolivia. 

Great crowds which had been parad- 
ing the streets finally turned in the 
direction of the Argentine legation, 
which they surrounded. There were 
shouts of rage, and stones and other 
missiles were hurled at the building. 
The local authorities endeavored to 
check the manifestations, and at length 
the government found it necessary to 
order out troops. Both this legation 
and that of Peru are now under a 
strong guard. 

The Bolivian people unanimously 
protest against the decision rendered 
by President Alcorta, which they con- 
sider mogt unjust. The territory in- 
volved is the famous Acre district, re- 
cently purchased by Brazil from Bolivia 
for $10,000,000, notwithstanding the 


fact that Peru issued a warning that. 


the territery was at that time the 
subject of arbitration. Serious com- 
plications are anticipated which are 
certain to involve Brazil. , 

. Will Ceusider Decision. 

Buenos, Ayers, July 9—Dr. Victorine 
Ge la Plaza, ménister of foreign af- 
fairs, today invited the ministers of 
Bolivia, and Peru accredited to the 
Argentine government to call at the 
foreign office in order to lay before 
them the arbitral décision rendered by 
President Alcorta on the boundry dis- 
between the’ two countries. 

The Bolivian minister did not appear 
at the ministry and the decision was 
delivered to-the Peruvian minister 
early this evening. The failure of the 
Bolivian minister to be present has 
caused much comment, but in an inter- 
view later he declared that he did 
not accept the _invitation in order 
not to commit his government on the 
subject of the acceptance of the deci- 
sion, 

President Alcorta divides the -con- 
tested territory almost equally be- 
tween the two countries, but never- 
theless favors Peru. The new frontier 
follows for thé greater part the 69th 
Greenwich meridian. 

Peruvians Satisfied. 


Lima, Peru, July 9.—Dr. Perras, 
minister. for foreign affairs, tonight 
said that the Peruvian government 
was perfectly satisfied with the de- 
cision in the boundry limits, whic, .he 
said, would make more friénaly the 
relations between, Peru and . Bolivia. 
President Legula sent a message to 
President Alcorta thanking him for 
his services as arbitrator and congratu- 
lating him on the success of his labors.

Discriminations by Which Un- 
fair Advantage Was Given 
to Nashville Removed --- At- 
torney Watkins, Who Won 
Decision, Talks of the Case. 


’“Atianta will now become the grain 
center of this section of the soyth; you 
will see grain elevators built in At- 
lanta and thé Atlanta grain dealers 


tory, instead of being undersold by 
Nashville right at their own doors. A 
quarter of million dollars increase in 
the grain business is a conservative es- 


timate as a result.” 

These are a few of the statements 
made yesterday by Attorney Edgar 
Watkins, of the well-known law firm, 
Wimbish, Watkins & Ellis, who won 
out in the famous “grain case’. deci- 
sion before the interstate commerce 
commission in Washington, and an- 
nounced from there in The Constitu- 
tion Friday morning. 

By this decision the contention that 
the Georgia grain merchants have made 
for years that the roads, by allowing 
rebilling privileges and elevator 
charges to Nashville, were guilty of a 
rank discrimination against Atlanta 
and other Georgia points, has been sus- 
tained, and this practice ordered sus- 
pended after September 1 of this year. 
With this suspension neither Atlanta 
nor any other Georgia:-city is given 
any advantage over any other city in 
the south, but all are now put on an 
equal footing. 

Decision Caused Rejoicing. 
. As a result of this decision, there 
Was general rejoicing among the grain 
dealers, the Atlanta Freight Bureau and 
other industries identified with this 
trade. a 

So great has been this difference 
that heretofore the Atlanta merchants 
have been loth to go into the public 
print with their complaints, as it would 


privilege and elevator refund enjoyed 
by Nashville and denied all other cities 
in this territory, it was possible for a 
Nashville grain dealer to sell and de- 
liver a car load of grain to East Point, 
just six miles outside of Atlanta, at $21 
a car less than the same grain could 
be shipped to Atlanta and shipped from 
Atlanta to Hast Point.

‘ The Atianta Complaint. 

In outlining the nature of this com- 
plaint, Attorney Watkins sald: 

“This complaint is brought to remove 
an artificial condition created by the 
carriers in favor of Nashville, Tenn., 
which condition constitutes an illegal 
discrimination in favor of dealers in 
hay, grain and grain products at Nash- 
ville, and against such dealers else- 
where in the southeast, and for the 
purpose of obtaining a differential be- 
tween freight charges on such whell 
carried in car loads and when carried 
in less than car load lots. The dis- 
crimination in favor of Nashville con- 
sists principally of two . privileges 
granted by the carriers to that market 
and not allowed to the r south- 
eastern distributing centers. These are: 

‘“‘(a) The rebilling or reshipping priv- 
ilege, being the right to ship commod- 
ities locally into Nashville and then 
within six months to ship out a like 
quantity of the same kind of com- 
modity at-a rate which, with the local 
paid when the original shipment was 
made, equals the through rate had the 
commodity not been stopped at Nash- 
ville, and which rate is less than the 
published rate for the two local ship- 
ments. 

“{b) The payment by ‘the carriers to 
public or private elevators and to 
warehouses and stores having sack- 
ing facilities, of three-fourths of a cent 
per hundred pounds on grain sacked 
at Nashville and upon which the car- 
riers at Nashville had not previously 
participated in a like payment. 

“Neither of these privileges ate 
granted to any of the complainants 
herein, and the first was condemned 
at Kansas City and East St. Louls by 
this commission.

AND ACQUITTED 


Probes Charges. 


Petition for Discharge of Of- 
ficers, Charged With Beat- 
ing Prisoners, Signed by 30 
Citizens—Great Crowd at 
Hearing 


At a special mpeting of the council 
of College Park, held last ni@ht for 
the purpose of investigating the al- 
leged’ assault upon. two prisoners in 
the. calabocse last Tuesday night, 
Marshal John Buffington and Deputy 
Marsha! 
exonerated of chafges of conduct un- 
becoming officers of the law. * 

The council held that the two men, 
Hazel and Jim Wallace, whom it was 
charged had been. taken out of the 
jail and beaten, were acting at the 
time in a disorderly manner, cursing 
loudly within hearing of ladies, and 
that the action of the marshal and his 
deputy was in the interest# of the 
peace and good order of the com- 
munity. 

Mayor Bettis a Witness. 

The investigation lasted from 8:15 
o'clock to 11:15 o'clock, Councilman 
Ben L. Willingham acted as presiding 
officer in the place of Mayor D. G. 
Bettis, who was one of the witnesses. 
Other members of council present were 
D. A. Creel, B. 8. Hutte, Dr. J. J. 
Foster and George Lockhart.

Hazél Waliace, one of the prisoners 
who was alleged to have been assault- 
ed, was brought from the Tower by 
Sheriff Mangum and.

He was the 
first witness. 

Wallace stated that he was “crazy 
drunk” from the time he was arrested 
Tuesday afternoon until the next morn- 
ing and that he knew practicall¥ noth- 
ing that transpired at the calaboose. 

Asked if he did not curse Marshal 
Buffington, he replied: 

“I guess I cussed him out pretty 
properly on the way to the calaboose. 


I was so crazy drunk that I don’t 
know anything but what my brother | 
told me afterwards.” He said ‘he did | 
not wish to have the warrants sworn 
out. After testifying, Wallace was 
taken back to Atlanta and placed in | 
the Tower. 

Miss‘Avery Suttles. who lives across 
the street from the calaboose, testified 
that she heard the two prisoners using 
vile language. She said she later saw 
the marshal and others engaged in a 
scuffie ontside the calaboose door, and 
heard several licks passed. She said’ 
this nappened at about 6 o'clock. She 
said the scuffle lasted about forty-five|4 
seconds and thet then the two men 
were placed back in the calaboose. 

Sticks Used on Prisoners. 

S. A. James, who also lives tn a 
house across the street, testified that 
he had heard the prisoners curse loud- 
ly before ladies during the afternoon. 
He said that he ran across from his 
house when the men were !taken out 
and that Marshal Buffington hit one of 
he prisoners with his fist. He said 
that sticks were also used and that 
the prisoners made no resistance. Both 
were shoved back through the door 
when the “scuffle” was over, and that 
he saw Hazel Wallace later taken to 
the drug store to Nave his broken arm 
set. 

Bud Waits, the liveryman, testified 
that he heard the two prisoners curse 
before two ladies that passed the jail 
during the afternoon. He said he heard 
one of the prisoners then curse Mayor 
Bettis and the whole community. He 
didn’t see but one man pulled out of 
the door, and only heard the licks 
passed. ' 

E. V. Adams testified that he @is- 
covered Hazel Wallace lying near the 
railroad track by his barn in a drunk- 
en stupor. Adams consented for him 
to lie in his wagon, standing in the 
barn, until Wallace became sober. He 
says he later saw Buffington with Wal- 
lace and his brother, both of whom 
were handcuffed. He knew nothing of 
the beating. 

Earl C. Smith testified that he was 


passing the calaboose at the time and 
heard the prisoners cursing. When the 
marshal came a little while later, he 
said that he saw Deputy Marshal Dor- 
sey with Hazel Wallace and that Buff- 
ington had the other brother, whom. 
he said, was attempting to get away. 
He did not near Buffington or Ed Dor- 
He said the 
scuffle lasted for only a few minutes. 
Dressed Broken Arm. 

Dr. .J. J. Foster, one of the council- 
men, who dressed Wallace’s arm, was 
asked to testify. He said that ohe 
bone in the forearm was broken. H: 
said that there was a bump upgn Wal- 
lace’s wrist, which seemed to indicate 
a previous break. He said that Wal- 
lace told him that the arm had been 
broken three times before and that the 
bone was wired. 

Mayor, Bettis said that he was pres- 
ent with Buffington when the two men 
were being taken to jail, and that they 
cursed loudly and used the vilest lan- 
guage. He said ‘whe nhe warned the 
men, that they both cursed him and the 
town of College Park. 

Mayor Bettis was not present when 
the alleged assault took place. He testi- 
fied that on the following day—Wednes

Prince Miguel was born September

Miss Anita Stewart is the daughter 
of Mrs. James Henry Smith, who was 
formerly the wife of William Rhine- 
lander Stewart.

at about $30,000,000. 


The prince has figured nearly a 
dozen times within the last two years 
in reported international engagements, 
and has become known to American 
readers as the “perpetual fiance.”

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FOUGHT BY HOUSE 


Senate Committee Must 
Explain All Amendments. 


Representative Mann Declanés 
He Will Vote Against Bill if 
Senate Provision’ on Wood 
Pulp and Print Paper Is Re- 
tained---Mr. Bartlett Talks. 


Washington, July 9.—The tariff ques- 
tion has now been shifted from both 
houses of congress to ‘a conference 
committee. The house today adopted a 
rule whereby all of the eight hundred 
and forty-seven amendments of the 
senate were disagreed to and the con- 
ference requested ‘ by the senate 
granted. Eighteen republicans voted 
against the rule and one democrat fer 


it. 

When the house met at noon inter- 
est was at fever heat. The'‘leaders on 
both sides had notffied their respective 
forces to be on hand. 

The debate, which at times waxed 
warm, disclosed the fact that there 
were some republicans, in addition to 
the so-called insurgents, who were yet 
to be pacified. before they would give 
their votes on the final passage of the 
bill. The democrats accused the maé 
jority party of having violated its ant!- 
election pledges. A feature of the dis- 
cussion Was an appeal by Chairman 
Payne to his colleagues to send the 
conferees to the senate unhampered by 
instructions. He promised to rigidly 
exact an explanation of every amend- 
ment made. by the senate, in order that 
the house conferees might report baék 
a bill which would meet the approval 
of the majority and of the country-at- 
large. His appeal was granted. 

Would Vote Againat Bill. 

In the course of the debate, Repre- 
sentative Mann, of Illinois, declared 
he would vote against the bill on the 
conference report if the senate pro- 
vision on wood pulp and print paper 
was retained. 

Messrs. Randell, of Texas; Pou, of 
North Carolina, and Henry, of Texas, 
charaeterized the measure an breaking 
the republican pledges to the American 
people. 

In pleading for the opportunity to 
vote separately on the various amend- 
ments Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, de- 
clared he was in favor of the amend- 
ments providing for free cotton bag- 
ging and the drawback on cotton ties,’ 
but as to the corporation tax, he said 
it was “a subterfuge, a pretext, a 
sham,” placed in the bill to defeat the 
income tax, 

Speaker Cannon announced the fol- 
lowing: as the house conferees: 

Payne, New Yorks Dalzell, Pennsyl- 
vania; McCall, Massachusetts: Boutell, 
Illinois; Calderhead, Kansas; Fordney, 
Michigan, republicans. Clark, Missourt; 
Underwood, Alabama; Griggs, Georgia, 
democrats. 

Senators Aldrich, Cullom, Hale, Bur- 
rows and Penrose, republicans, and 
Daniel, Money and Bailey, democrats, 
were appointed conferees of behalf 
of the senate. 

Senate Paases Philippine Bill. 

The senate today passed the Philip- 
pine tariff bill, and the bill automati- 
cally cohtinuing the Porto Rican 
budget. 

An amendment by Senator Johnston, 
of Alabama, declaring the intention of 
the United States eventually to grant 
independence to the Philippines, was 
opposed as being out of place, and was 
rejected, 

By the adoption of a house resolution 
an invitation was accepted by congress 
to be represented at the Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific exposition. 

Before adjourning the senate re- 
ceived official announcement of the 
death of Representative Cushman, of 
Washington, and adjourned out of re- 
spect to his memory. 


Vacations for New York Work- 
ing Girls. 

The most striking fact in a study 
of vacation regources for New York 
working girls is, of course, the in- 
adequacy of the accommodations in 
respect to the number of working 
women who, by the census of 1900, 
number 367.437. Of these, 294,828 are 
classified as single, and 261,081 fall 
between the ages of 10 and 35. Nine 
years have surely worked a vast 
change and swollen the ranks of the 
army of working girls; but neverthe- 
less a comparison of either of these 
figures with that of the 6,874 girls for 
whom the clubs, settlements, churches 
and stores of New York provide vaca- 
tions during the. summer is, to say 
the least, disheartening. A trifle over 
2% per cent are provided for. It is 
safe to assume that if the number of 
working girls in 1909 waa.known, this 
percentage would shrink from 2% per 
cent to 2 or even 1%. per cent. Of 
course this represents only organized 
and official effort. It is impossible to 
take into account the number of girls 
who are able and willing to pau for 
a summer vacation or those who are 
benefited by individual acts of kind- 
ness, the isolated cases where a gen- 
erous employer or a philanthropic 
patron may select one or more irls | 
for a vacation in the country.—From 
the July Survey.

derly conduct, and bound over to the 
state under a $1,000 bond for being 
drunk on the- highway and cursing 
before females. He said that Jim Wal- 
lace made his escape while his brother 
was having his armed dressed in the 
Grug store, following the trial in his 
office. 

Attorney Hugh Dorsey, representing 
the two officers, following this testi- 
mony, made the statement that the 
two prisoners had received a “reason- 
able chastisement;” that they were 
“low down ruffians who had come into 
Cobtlege Park to defy the mayor and 
community, and that the officers should 
not only be exonerated, but commend- 
ed for their action in making the pris- 
oners cease using their vile language 
within the hearing of ladies.” 

Defendants Make Statement. 

Deputy Marshal Ed Dorsey and 
Marshal Buffington then made state- 
ments, in which they declared that 
they had been appealed to by citizens 
to have the prisoners removed from 
the calaboose to the old calaboose, 
where their cursing could not be heard 
by the women of the community. They 
said that they went to the calaboose 
for this purpose, and that when they 
tried to take the two men out they 
made resistance and cursed them vilely. 
Neither would admit that the prison- 
ers were beaten after being taken 
out, but declared that the prisoners 
promised to keep quiet if put back in 
the calaboose. Marshal Buffington 
said that Hazel Wallace broke his arm 
in striking him. 

The council then went into execu* 
tive session, and’ in a few minutes 
came to the decision which exonerated 
the two officers. 

All six of the men will be tried be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Edgar H. 
Orr on Monday morning on the 
charge of assault with intent to 


murder. 

The investigation was held in an up- 
stairs room over a store used by the 
city as a council chamber. A large 
crowd of people assembled in the hall, 
and the steps, which lead to the second 
floor on the outside of the building, be- 
gan to give way when the room was 
cleared by the council for executive 
session. Those left in the building had 
to descend to the ground with the 
greatest caution lest the steps give 
way altogether. 

Erekine Brewster Talks. 

In speaking of the matter, Erskine 
Brewster, one of the young men 
charged with beating the prisoners, 


said: . 

“The charge that these two ‘men 
were taken from the jail and beaten 
is entirely false. The facts in the 
case are as follows: 

“On Wednesday afternoon two ho- 
boes were arrested for Being druhk 
and disorderly. After being placed in 
the calaboose they continued td raise 
a disturbance, and ineulted several la- 
dies who passed along the sidewalk 
in front of the jail. 

“The marshal was asked by several 
parties to quiet the men, which he en- 
deavored to do, without success. 

“He then decided to remove them to 
a room which did not face on_ the 
street. He found that they had bar- 
ricaded the door to the cell, secured 
the assistance of those now charged 
with beating the prisoners, and broke 
open the door. In battering the door 
down the arm of one of the prisoners 
was broken. The men fought like 
tigers when we entered the room, the 
one with the injured arm escaping and 
running a mile and a half before be- 
ing captured. 

“This is absolutely all there is to 
the story. The men were not beaten, 
and the injuries they/received were 
due to their resistance of the effort to 
remove them to'a room where they 
could not insult ladies passing on the 
sidewalk in front of the calaboose.”

Thaw has remained in the 
White Pains jail pending Just#@e Gay- 
nor’s decision on the application y 
the authorities of New York a 
Westchester counties for a removal of 
| the hearing to New York county un- 
der the jurisdiction of District Attor- 
ney Jerome. 

Justice Gaynor in denying the mo- 
tion for removal referred to the New 
York county authorities’ plea that the 
convenience of numerous expert wit- 
nesses whom it was desired to ask a 
lengthy question would be served by 
the removal of the case to New York, 
and said: 

“Thaw has now been confined in the 
state lunatic asylum for a ‘year and 
the experienced and, practical phvei- 
cians in charge there ought to suffice 
for the experts of the state on the 
question whether this man, who has 
already been adjudged a “lunatic by 
Justice Morschauser after a full hear- 
ing, has since recovered and may safe- 
ly and properly be set at large.” 

Justice Gaynor’s decision is fre- 
garded by Thaw and his attor- 
neys as a victory, for it is taken 
to mean the elimination of District 
Attorney Jerome, who originally 
prosecuted Thaw so vigorously, from 
further participation in the case. Mr. 
Jerome recently withdrew from the 
hearing at White Plains, because he 


should prosecute a case outside: New 
York county. 

Mr. Jerome is now on his vacation, 
It is thought neither he nor any 
representative of his office will at- 
tend the hearings which will be re- 
sumed at White Plains next Monday. 
With Jerome out, Thaw’s attorneys 
believe the~task of proving him sane 
will be easier.

“Fair and warmer Saturday atuaek:| 
noon,” is the official forecast of the 
local weather bureau’ for 
“Showers Saturday” is the long-range 
prediction for South Carolina, Georgla 
and Alabama made from Washington. 

From this it would seem Atlanta’s 
midsummer “cold snap’’ was about to 
be thawed out and “the backbone of 
the ‘cold wave’ will be broken now.” 

The thermometer, yesterday, was 

wringing wet all day long, for there 
was an intermittent drizzle that kept 
it so, and, too, the mercury slid down 
the tube to 62, which made the morning 
atmosphere feel anything but pleas- 
ant. 
Just what has caused this unusual 
change in the weather running from 
a “near torrid” spel) to.a “near cold” 
spell all inside seventy-two hours, the 
weather prophets in the Empire build- 
ing cannot say. They, too, admit 
with the oldest inhabitants, that the 
present is some weather and they can- 
not account for the sudden change. 


Half a Foot Ahead,~ 

The continued rainfall is adding to 
the excess in moisture that the year 
1909 is leading over the average for 
other years. Up to the present, for the 
year, it is nearly a half foot ahead 
and for the first ten days of July, 
three-fourths of an inch has been added 
to this excess in precipitation. Taken 
altogether, the year has shown an ab- 
normal amount of rain, as the crops 
indicate. Even the present wet weath- 
er, the cause of which cannot be as- 
cribed, is mainly in the cotton belt, it 
being clear and pleasant elsewhere. 

The number of Painy days in June 
was 50 per cent. above normal, there 
being seventeen rainy days in that 
month, as against eleven for a normal 
June. The excess in precipitation too, 
was over half an inch. May, too, ran 
ahead on rainy days, there being over 
half that month, sixteen days, on which 
rain fell in AtIknta, as against the 
average number of nine wet days for 
the average month of May. 

For July the average number of 
rainy days during the month is twelve, 
whereas of the nine days passed, this 
month, five have been rainy. 

While Atlanta has felt there has been 
an excessive amount of rain recently. 
this has been caused by the abnormal 
number of rainy days, and not so much 
on account of the precipitation, though 
several times, recently, Atlanta has 
been visited by near cloud bursts. 

Rain Throughout the State. 

According to the weather bureau re- 
ports, other sections of Georgia, par- 
ticularly northeast Georgia and middle 
Georgia, have suffered much more from 
excessive rain fall. 

At Clayton, Rabun county, during 
the ménth of June there was recorded 
a rainfall of 14.65 inches, as against 
4.43 inches recorded in Atlanta. 

At LaFayette, in Walker county, the 
rainfall for June was 13.10 for the 
month of June and Gore, Chattooga 
county, showed a precipitation of 11.45 
inches. 

South Georgia, too, came in for some 
hard rains, Thomasville, Thomas 
county, leading the list with 11.10 
inches, 

There were dry spots, too, in Georgia. 
Some of the points running below the 
average. 

At Helena in Telfair county the pre- 
cipitation for the month of June was 
only |!.86, as was that of Montezuma, in 
Macon county. 

These weather reports record rains 
sufficiently heavy to verify the poor 
crop outlook given out by Commission- 
er of Agriculture Hudson on Friday 
morning. 

With the coming of the afternoon and 
Sunday the unusually cool weather 
which has followed the “hot spell’ 
bids fair to be dissipated and prob- 
ably normal summer weather will 
come, instead.

Makes Address. 


Gruesome Picture When He 
( Described Divorce as Mon- 
ster to Wreck Homes. 


Old Point Comfort, Va*, July 9—De- 


scribing as a “gruesome picture” that 


. drawn by Cardinal Gibbons regarding 


divorce, Henry B. Brown, former jus- 
tice of the supreme court of the United 
States, spoke yesterday at the meet- 
ing of the Maryland State Bar Asso- 
ciation. 


“The Law and Its Procedure in Di- 
vorce” was the subject discussed by 
Mr. Brown. He held that divorce fair- 
‘ly obtained and upon due personal no- 
tice to the other side generally re- 
dounds to the welfare of both sides 
and proves a real blessing. 

“The head of the Roman Catholic 
church in America, a man for whom 
I have profound respect,” said Mr. 
Brown, “has painted divorce as a ‘mon- 
ster, licensed by the laws of Christian 
states, to break hearts, to wreck homes 
and ruin souls.’ This is certainly a 
@ruesome picture. 

“No system of laws adopted by an 
idealist nineteen hundred years ago 
and taught by a following of pious and 
conscientious enthusiasts can maintain 
its authority forever, however exalted 
its origin, if it run counter to the tra- 
ditions, customs and general moral 
standing of the people. 

“It is not proved why the partner- 
ship, sealed by marriage, should so far 
differ from a commercial partnership 
that one may be dissolved at pleasure, 
— the other is absolutely indissolu-

He is | 
authorized to appoint one assistant. | 
but it is provided that all engineers | 
in the pay of the state shall, 
their labors are not required in 
regular location, go to any part 
the state where they are needed 
assist the county authorities by lay- 
ing out public roads, drawing plans 
and giving instruction in road build- 
ing. They shall receive no extra com- 
pensation, except traveling expensés, 
and shall be under the direction of 
the state road commissioner while en- 
gaged in this work. 

A State Road Fund. 

A state road fund ts to be created 
by the payment of all taxes levéd 
upon the use of automobiles. 

The commissioner is to give parti }i- 
lar attention to roads running be- 
tween county sites and to publi#@ roads 
which cross the border line of Geor- 
gia.

Says Col. Scott: in Ad- 


Speech of Conyers Editor Has 
Aroused Much Interest---H2 
Advocates Strong Farmers’ 
Union in All Counties. 


Conyers, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)— 
The speech delivered by Colonel 
Leonidas F. Scott, editor of The Con- 
yers Free Press, before Oak Grove 
Local Farmers’ Union, has aroused a 
govud deal of interest in this section. 
In his. speech, Colonel Scott made the 
statement that the south loses $39,- 
000,000 a year from the one source of 
carelessly packing a bale of cotton. 

Colonel Scott said, in part: 

“The southern farmer is, and: has 
been, ‘the most careless man in all the 
world from a financial standpoint— 
and has received such fabulous sums 
of gold from his efforts that he has 
just failed to think, and all the south- 
ern farmers together: have falled to 
organize themselves into one great 
unit of force as the banks, factories, 
railroads and great corporations are 
organized—from lack of organization 
their great power of every kind is 
wasted so far as they—the southern 
farmers—are concerned, and the prod- 
uct of their toil is gathered together 
by master minds that are organized, 
and as a consequence, a people who 
should be the richest in all the world, 
are yet year by year buying goods on 
credit, and borrowing the very gold 
that they have created and careless- 
ly thrown away, at a high rate of in- 
terest. 

“But to come right home and get at 
something~practical: We ca save 
$300,000,000 to $400,000,000 in the next 
ten years by just simply learning to 
properly pack, compress and wrap a 
bale of* cotton. We pay $3 a bale or 
$30,000,000 a year just because we do 
not properly pack each bale of cotton 
and compress it at the gin. We have 
in our iggnorance realiy thought we 
were being paid for the wrapping on a 
bale of cotton! Thirty pounds tare has 
always been and will always be_ taken 
off the price ef each bale, just as long 
as we are led and controlled by 
ignorance, and so very careless with, 
and forgetful of, the great value of 
one of the most important packages 
in all the world. 

“ ‘Organize’—there is every reason 


for and not one against the farmers 
organizing, for, without organization, 
you will ever in future, as in times 
past, be the target of the world to be 
laughed at as ‘hav-seeds,’ but with or- 
ganization and wise leaders to guide:

“I was aware,” continued Miss Pank- 
hurst, “that when I started that dep- 
wration of eight helpless women, about 
whom men, armed with opera glasses, 
had congregated to watch, as though 
it was a good show, it was bound to 
resultin ignominous humiliation. Until 
women have the power to elect repre- 
sentatives to parliament it is their 
duty to maintain the right of a sub- 
ject to petition the king through par 
Hament. If the magistrate repeats his 
former sentences we will go to prison, 
but we will not conform any ionger 
As politi- 
cal offenders, we insist on being treat- 
ed as sueh, and not as ordinary crim- 
inals, and in the last resort we will act 
as did Miss Dunlop.”

REHABILITATING GEORGIA GRAIN MARKETS. 


In the decision of the interstate commerce cdmmission forbidding the 
railroads serving Nashville from continuing, after September 1 next, dis- 
criminations which give that aity an advantage of $12 to $15 per car in: 
shipping grain to local points in Georgia, an important, if not final, step 
has been taken toward the rehabilitation of the grain trade in Atlanta, Ma- 
con, Augusta, Columbus and other important jobbing points in the state. 

This decision comes as the culmination of a fight which has been waged ‘ 
with more or less intensity for a period of twenty-one years, protest having 
first been filed with the interstate commerce commisssion by the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce on May 10, 1888. 

The case in which this decision was rendered was brought comparatively 
recently by W. S. Duncan & Co., of Atlanta, and other wholesale merchants 
of a dozen or more jobbing points throughout the state, and conducted suc- 
cessfully in their behalf by Wimbish, Watkins & Ellis, of this city. 

The grain merchants of Georgia are to be congratulated upon the out- 
come of this contest. It is true they have had unquestioned justice upon 
their side, but the frequent difficulty in the establishment of what is just, 


/against strong odds, makes -the achievement a subject for congratulation and 


rejoicing. 

In this case the railroads were not asked to reduce a single rate, but 
merely to remove two discriminations in which there was undoubted favor- 
itism to Nashville to the decided disadvantage of other shipping points in 
this territory. 

These diecriminations in favor of Nashville, which the decision removes, 
consisted in what is known as the “rebilling” privilege and an allowance of 
three-fourths of a cent per 100 pounds for sacking, which, as will be seen 
from explanations given in the news report of the case elsewhere, made it 
possible for Nashville to ship a carload of grain into Griffin or Newnan, 
as well as to other points in the territory tributary to Atlanta, Macon, Au- 
gusta, Columbus and other Georgia jobbing centers, at $15 per car less than 
these Georgia cities could reach the same points over the same route. 

The advantages thus given to Nashville, for no plausible reason that has 
yet been advanced, and which were denied to other jobbing points which 
had repeatedly sought to be put upon the” same basis, had the practical 
effect of destroying the wholesale grain trade in every jobbing point in 
Georgia, as well as in some of those in neighboring states. 

For twenty-one years the Georgia wholesale dealers have been fighting, 
not for concessions, but for a restoration of their rights, for simple justice. 

They have asked solely for a square deal—a right to compete on equal 
terms with Nashville or any other city which desires to engage in the whole- 
sale grain business. 

Recognition of that right has come at last in the decision of the inter- 
State commerce commission, and it is to be hoped they will not longer be 
deprived of it through the facilities which the law, often unfortunately, of- 
fers for delay. 

However, the ultimate establishment of that right can no longer be ques- 
tioned, and just so soon as it is made a fixed principle of law. all the 
Georgia jobbing points will resume that position in relation to the wholesale 
grain trade to which their natural advantages and the enterprise and ability 
of their merchants properly entitles them. 

This is, undoubtedly, the most important victory achieved in behalf of 
the commercial interests of the state in recent years. 

It is a victory of substance rather than shadow:

this important interval, brimful of leading legislative changes and amend- 
ments, 515 sections of the code of 1895 have been amended or repealed, and 
a large number of important general laws have been added to the statute 


 Dooks. 
These radical inefficiencies of the code as ‘it now stands cannot do other- 


wise than entail endless confusion, delay and expense upon the administra- 
tion of law in Georgia, visiting the penalty equally upon courts, litigants and 
attorneys. 

More than three years after the authorization of the codification of 1895 
were required to oring the temyear accumulation of statutes into volume 
form ready for the printer. At even that relatively -ecent period, therefore, 
the code had largely lost its relevance and accuracy. 

The protier of the Hopkins code obviates delay, and places at the dis- 
posal of the legal machinery of the state instan{ access to an authoritative

‘| record of state enactments, revised to the opening of the current general as- 


sembly. With the adjournment of that body the laws enacted by it will be 
added to the Hopkins code, and Georgia would then undoubtedly be more 
perfectly equipped in this important direction than any other state of the 
union. 

On the side of correctness and precision, no codification could excced 
that of Judg Hopkins. His equipment for such an exacting work is rre- 
eminent. As a member of the judiciary and a practitioner in all eourts, his 
legal. experience has been of the most exhaustive and comprehensive de- 
scription. 

There is little question that were an eftort made to secure from repre- 
sentative lawyers of Georgia an opinion as to the man best fitted to under- 
take ‘a task necessitating such rare and studious qualities, the choice would 
naturally and without dissent fall to Judge Hopkins.

He related that though he had complied with the new ordinance requiring 
garbage cans to be closed, conditions about his premises were little improved. 
The sanitary forces visit his locality just TWICE A WEEK. In the long! 
intervals his garbage can becomes choked with refuse that constitutes it a 
positive menace to health when the lid is removed for the purpose of deposit- 
ing additional garbage. ) 

This is just one man’s experience, and it is a thoroushiy typical one in 
Atlanta. It is virtually a replica of the problem encountered by every house- 
holder in the corporate limits. 

And if this evil obtains with the garbage cans, to what extent must it 
be aggravated with those unspeakable nuisances, the thousands of éarth-closets 
that tnreaten death and disease in many of the most thickly-settlen histricts 
of the city. 

The sanitary department and the board of health are doing the best they 
can with the facilities at their command. But they cannot make one wagon 
and its crew do the work-of three wagons and their crews. Nor can they in- 
crease their visits to garbage cans and earth-closets' when so !arge a portion 
of the time is consumed in ransferring refuse to dumping grounds in remote 
and inaccessible localities. 

The closer the average citizen observes the problem of the municipal

GOVERNOR WON’T ISSUE 
PROCLAMATION ON PEACH 


Growers Must Take Chances if 
They Picék Fruit on the 
Sabbath Day. 


Whether owners of peach orchards 
shall pick their fruit and prepare it 
for shipment on Sunday in order to 
prevent its loss by rotting as the re- 
sult of excessive rains, must rest with 
each individual grower. 

Governor Brown declined yesterday, 
after consulting .with Attorney Gen- 


eral John C. Hart, to issue a procla- 
mation authorizing work in the or- 
chards on the Sabbath, on the ground 
that the governor has no authority to 
suspend the operations of a criminal 
law. 

The matter was brought up by the 
receipt of the following telegram by 
Governor Brown: 

“Norwood, Ga., July 9, 1909.—Gover- 
nor Joe Brown, Atlanta, Ga,.: On ac- 
count of rain, peach growers of Geor- 
gia will suffer great loss unless al- 
lowed to gather Sunday. Please issue 
proclamation to that effect. This 
means much for Georgia. The ox is in 


the ditch. Let us get him out. 
‘mM. W. SCRUGGS.” 


After conferring with Judge Hart, 
Governor Brown sent the following 
reply: 

“Atianta, Ga., July 9, 1909.—M. W. 
Seruggs, Norwood, Ga.: While I sym- 
pathize with the peach growers, the 
executive has no authority to suspend 
a criminal law, and I ‘wannot, there- 
fore, issue the proclamation request- 
ed. However, see section 422, volume 


3, of the code. 
“Jos. M. BROWN, Governor. 

Section 422 referred to says that no 
labor shall be performed on the Sab- 
bath, except a work of necessity. 

If the conditions are such that the 
gathering of peaches on Sunday can 
be construed into a work of necessity, 
then the law would not apply. 

That, however, is a question which 
each individual fruit grower must de- 
termine for himself. 


LYNCHING IS AVERTED. 


Two Italians Rushed to Shreve- 
eort for Safekeeping. 

Shreveport, La., July 9—An attempt 
was made to lynch two Italians at 
Benton, La., today. The Italians are 
John Fulco and Sam Piraro, who 
were convicted last night of the murder 
of Wambeck Borey, Jr., 
young planter of North Louisiana. The 
jury brought in a verdict of guilts# 
without capital punishment, equivalent 
to a life sentence in the penitentiary. 

Incensed because capital punishment 
Was not meted out to the assassins, a 
mob of several hundred men formed 
today for the avowed purpose of taking 
the Italians out of jail and hanging 
them ta a nearby telegraph pole. 
Cooler heads prevailed, however, and 
when several prominent citizens ad- 
dressed the members of the mob and 
counselled them against taking the 
jaw into their own hands, they dis- 
persed. The prisoners were then rushed 
io Shreveport for safe-keeping. 


Charges Are Established. 


Paris, July 9.—Although the result 
of the government investigation into 
the charges made by the Russian rev- 
Olutionist, Bourtzoff, against General 
Harting, chief of the Russian politica! 
police broad, with headquarters at 
Paris, as not been officially an- 
nounced, it is said the charges have 
been practically established. Bourtzeff| 
accuses General Harting of being 
Michael Landeson, alias Petrowsky, 
who was sentenced in 1890 by the cor- 
rectional court of the Seine to five 
years’ imprisonment as the organizer of 
the dynamite plot against Emperor 
Alexander III. Neither the Russian 
government nor the Russian embassy 
in Paris has come to the defense of 
General Harting, who during his police 
career has been stationed at various 
countries under different names. 

General surprise is expressed here 
that the Russian government should 
ask that the legion of honor should be 
bestowed upon him. 


Two Trains Collide. 


Sheepshead Bay, L. I,. July 9.—A 
Long Island, railroad train and a 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit railroad train 
collided at Sheepshead Bay race track 
today.

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APPELLATE JUDGES. 


GET NO HIGHER PAY 


House Votes Down Bill 
to Increase Their 
Salaries. 


The bill to increase the salaries of 
the judges of the court of appeals from 
$4,000 to $6,000 per annum occupied 
the time. of the house during most of 
the morning yesterday. In the end, 
the house decided not to approve the 
increase, but adopted an amendment 
by Mr. Johnson, of Bartow, which 
leaves the salary at the present figures. 

The proposed increase aroused vig- 
orous opposition, and a spirited fight 
ensued between the advocates and op- 
ponents of the measure. The latter con- 
tended that the judges of the supreme 
court and court of appeals should be 
liberally paid, since they held most re- 
sponsible poSitions, and were today 
paid less than the judges in almost 
any other state in the union; that in- 
ferior judges in the state were receiv- 
ing more than the highest judges, and 
that in view of the present high cost 
of living a judge could not maintain 
his family and educate his children in 
a manner becoming his station, at the 
salary the state now paid. 

The opponents admitted that judges 
were in a responsible position and 
should be adequately compensated, but 
insisted that Georgia was not now able 
to pay out any more money in salaries 


to her judiciary. 

To the bill reported by the general 
judiciary committee, Mr. Alexander, of 
DeKalb, offered an amendment to in- 
crease the salaries of . the appellate 
court judges to $4,500, to apply when 
their present terms were completed. 
Mr. Johnson, of Bartow. offered an 
amendment making the salaries $4,000, 
the same as they are now receiving. 
This was carried by a vote of 87 to 78.

For Compulsory Education. 

During the morning a’ petition was 
brought into the chamber asking for 
favorable consideration of the compul- 
sory education bill, which has been t{n- 
troduced. The petition was over 205 
feet long, and was signed bv 5,000 in- 
dividuals and societies. Among the so- 
cieties who have interested themselves 
in behalf of the measure are the State 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, the State 
Federation of Labor, the Women’s 
Christian Femperance Union, the Farm- 
ers’ Union branches in many counties, 
the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution, United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy and others. 

Argument on Increase. 

When the bill to increase the sala- 
ries of the court of appeals judges 
from $4,000 to $6,000, favorably report- 
ed_ by the generad judiciary committee, 
was taken up, Mr. Porter, of Floyd, in- 
troduced an amendment to make the 
salary $5,000. 

An argument against any increase 
was made by Mr. Middlebrooks, of 
Newton. Mr. Garlington, of Richmond, 
spoke for it. He said: 

“It is a disgrace that the judges of 
our court of appeals receive but $4,000, 
when some superior court judges and 
even city court judges in this state 
are receiving $5,000 a year.” 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, spoke of the 
higher salaries paid in other states to 
the judiciary. He said judges in Ala- 
bama, Florida, Mississippi and Louts- 
lana received $6,000 a year; that New 
Jersey paid nine appellate court judges 
$10,000 a year each, and that the state's 
judicial decisions were recognized as 
among the best in the country. 

Wohlwender Questions Alexander. 

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, took the 
position that the legiglature could not 
constitutionally increase the salaries 
of the supreme or appellate court 
judges during thé terms for which they 
were elected, regardless of the wording 
of the constitutional amendment cré- 
ating the court of appeals. He said no 
member of the house should be put in 
a position to offend or curry favor with 
judges'on the bench before whom they 
would have to appear in the course 
of practice, That there was any ele- 
ment of cajolery in the pending bill 
was vigorously denied by Mr. Persons, 
of Monroe. Mr. Alexander protested 
against the “persuasive and argumen- 
tative preamble of the hill.” He said

Lets Counties Borrow 
Money to Pay Teach- 
ers Promptly: 


The senate passed its first bills yes- 
terday, the most important of which 
Was, perhaps, fhat by Senator McWil- 
liams, of the thjrty-fourth, authoriz- 
ing county school boards to borrow 
money, when the necessity arises, for 
the purpose of making prompt pay- 
ment to the school teachers. The bill 
was passed by substitute offered by 
Senator Griffith, of the thirty-eighth, 
the effect of which was practically the 
same as the original bill. ° 

The senate also passed, without ad- 
verse vote, the bill by Senator Slaton, 
of the thirty-fifth, providing for the 
observahce of February 12 in the pub- 
lic schools of the stat8 as “Georgia 
day,” in commemoration of the a4an- 
niversary of the landing of Oglethorpe. 
This bill does not provide for a holiday, 
but simply for such exercises and rec- 
itations in the schools on that day as 
shall inculcate in the minds of pupils 
a knowledge of the early history and 
progress of the state. Georgia's pa- 
triotic soajeties are much interested in 
}the success of this legislation.

The general assembly 
Shall have power to provide for a 
graduated inheritance tax upon either 
direct or collateral inheritances, or both, 
and upon legacies and gifts, and to ex- 
empt from such tax all below a cer. 
tain amount, to be fixed by said as. 
sembly. 

“Paragraph 7. The gengal assembly 
shall also have power to provide far 
a graduated tax upon all incomes and 
revenues, and to exempt from uch 
thx all incomes or revenues belo an 
amount to be fixed by said assembly, 
and also to provide that such income 
or revenue tax may be in lieu of any 
property tax in such classes of persons 
or corporations as m&y be decided bv 
said assembly.” 

To Increase Members Pay. 

Senator Johnson, of the nineteenth, 
offered a bill to amend paragraph 1, 
section 9, article 3 of the constitution 
s0 as to increasé the salaries of mem- 
bers of the general assembly from $4 
a day as at present, to $500.a year. 
This would give each member $1,000 
for two years’ service instead of $400. 
the amount received at present. It is 
also provided in the bill that the presi- 
dent of the senate and the speaker of 
the house shall each receive $750 a 
year. The present \salary of these 
last-named officers is $8 a day each, 
or $800 for the two years’ service.

“Commercial Feeding Stuffs.” About 
5,000 copies will be made available for 
distribution. This is one of the most 
interesting as well as the most in- 
structive publications gotten out by 
this department, and contains the 
analyses of the various feed _ stuffs 
which are now sold in Georgia under 
the pure food law, and also reports 
from Dr. R. E. Stallings, the state 
chemist, who made the anAlyses, and 
Pure Food Inspector FP. A. Methvin, 
who secured the samples to ascertain 
if they were coming up to the require- 
ments of the Georgia pure food law. 

According to this bullegin, the proof 
sheets of which have already been ap- 
proved, cotton seed meal is coming 
rapidly into its own as the leading 
feeding stuff on the market. It is 
rich in protein. Practically every com- 
meré¢ial feeding stuff that is now be- 
ing sold in Georgia contains a large 
proportion of it. 

So rapidly has cotton seed meal 
grown in favor as a cattle food during 
recent vears that it has been found 
necessary to print a number of for- 
mulas in this bulletin whereby the 
planters, dairymen and cattle ratsers 
may mix their own feed, using cotton 
seed meal which they can buy from the 
nearest cotton oil mill or from dealers 
in every town in Georgia.

But Judge Hines Says No 
Agreement Was Reached. 


President of Wrightsville and 
Tennille Summoned to Testi- 
fy as to Alleged Proposal of 
Railroad Commission’s Spe- 
cial Attorney.

A new feature was added to the Mc- 
Lendon investigation at the capitol yes- 
terday by the report that President A. 
F. Daly, of the Wrightsville and Ten- 
niile Railroad Company, had been sum- 
moned before the joint investigating 
committee to testify relative to an al- 
leged proposal on the part of Judge 
James K. Hines, special attorney to the 
railroad commission, to find a market 
for the $250,000 bonds of that railroad 
authorized by the commission to be is- 
sued in the spring of 1908. 

These are the bonds for which Chair- 
man S. G. McLendon has stated he 
tried to find a market following their 
issuance, but, after several futile at- 
tempts, gave it up as a bad job, as the 
financiers did not, at that time, want 


to take them at par. 

According to the report current at 
the capitol, it is alleged that Judge 
Hines then proposed to President Daly 
to find a market for these bonds for 
a fee of $1,000. 

What Judge Hines Says. 

When asked about the foregoing re- 
port, Judge Hines said: 

“That statement is incorrect. I did 
have a conversation with Judge Daly 
relative to the sale of the Wrightsville 
and Tennille bonds, but no agree- 
ment was reached between and 
the matter dropped.” 

The Constitution wired its corre- 
spondent at Wrightsville to get a 
statement from President Daly regard- 
ing the matter. All that President Daly 
would say was: 

“Tl have nothing 
regarding the matter. I 
summoned to appear before the 
vestigating committee, and will be 
there on Monday, when I shall an- 
swer any questions that may pe put to 
me.”’

Five months and twenty-nine 
days later he may get an order from 
Atlanta for a car of grain. He then 
ships out a car, not necessarily the 
same grain, for the identity ts lost in 
the elevator. He has already paid 11 
cents; he pays 17 cents more, buf, 
upon claim, he receives back & cents 
per hundred pounds, having been able 
to make two local shipments Carry- 
ing a published rate of 11 cents and 
17 cents for only 20 cents. The de- 
tails by which this is accomplished 
differ, but the result is the same in all 
cases of reshipping at Nashville. 

“Rebilling at Nashville is illegaily 
discriminative. It discriminates 
against all jobbing points in Georgia. 
For illustration: 

“From Louisville to Newnan or Grif- 
fin, Ga., via Atlanta or Nashville, the 
combination of locals is 32 cents, but 
Nashville, by reason of the rebilling 
privilege, can make these two local 
shipments keeping her grain for six 
months by paying only 29 cents. In 


of Nashville, her merchants are paid 
out of the 29-cent rate three-fourths 
of a cent for sacking their own grain. 

“The Atlanta merchant on a 
carload shipment of 40,000, 
pounds in order to reach New- 
nan or Griffin pays freight at 
32 cents $128.00 

“The Nashville merchant pays 
freight at 29 cents, less 3-4- 
sacking $113.00

Other Points Share as Well. 

“Practically every jobbing point in 
the state can show equally as inter- 
esting comparisons from some orig- 
inating point to that center and then 
to another Georgia point, as com- 
pared to the freight rate which the 
Nashville man has to pay, and in every 
instance the Nashville man is the win- 
ner. 

“Testimony was taken in this case, 
in Washington on December, 3, 4 and

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 7@18 points, in response to 
better cables than expected, continued 
wet weather in the eastern belt and 
the absence of rain. where it would 
be considered desirable in Texas. Oc- 
tober contracts sold at 12.33 on the 
call, or even with the high record for 
the season, but the higher prices at- 
tracted a renewal of heavy realizing 
by old longs, and while there was ex- 
cellent buying on @ scale down, the 
market gradually eaged off. After se}l- 
idg within 2 or 3 points of last night's 
finals, the market rallied to almost the 
initial figures, or about 8 to 12 points 
net higher on the detailed weather re- 
ports from Texas showl tem a- 
tures ranging from 160 to 106 degrees 
at some fifteen stations in that state, 
but realizing continued in the later 
trading and the market closed within 
2 or 3 points of the lowest. WNot only 
do scattering longs seem to be taking 
profits upon their holdings, but some 
of the large interests who were heavy 
buyers on weak spots last month ap- 
pear to be reducing thefr lines so that 
the readiness with which the market 
absorbs offerings, it attributed to cov- 
ering fresh speculative buying and 
hedging by mills against future re- 
quirements. Southern epot markets of- 
ficially reported early were unchanged 
to % higher. Detailed weather feports 
showed rather less rain in eastern and 
central sections of the belt than yes- 
terday, but the eastern belt forecast 
was for continued partly cloudy weath- 
er with showers tonight or tomorrow.

Chicago, July 9.—Grain prices ad- 
vanced sharply on the board of trade 
today, notwithstanding the flattering 
crop statistics given out by the depart- 


‘ment of agriculture at Washington 


yesterday. Final quotations on wheat 
showed net gains for the day of 7-8@ 
lc to 1 7-8@2c. Corn closed % to ana 
@5-8c higher, and oats 3-8 to 2c high- 
er. Provisions were bullishly affected 


_by the strength of grain and close 


strong. 
July and September wheat options 


manifested the’ greatest “firmness, . the 
former delivery at one time being up 
to 2 7-8c from the low points of the 
day. It developed during the day that 
eastern millers and exporters were 
buying more wheat here than the local 
cash houses were receiving from the 
country, and with sales today of 1650,- 
000 bushels, both new and old wheat, 
which practically depletes the stocks 
of contract grain, shorts were extreme- 
ly anxious to cover previous sales. 
During the day the July delivery sold 
between $1.14 6-8 and 1.17%. The 
market closed strong with July at $1.17 
@1.17 1-8. 

‘An advance of 2 5-8 cents in the 
price of July delivery was the feature 
of trading in the corn pit. The Sep- 
tember option also scored a substan- 
tial gain, but the more distant deliv- 
eries were relatively weak because of 
the exceedingly bearish showing of the 
government report: The flurry in July 
was due to shippers who had sold large 
quantities of corn to eastern houses, 
and who were unable to secure the 
cash grain here, owing to the almost 
total depletion of local stocks, being 
compelled to bid for the grain from 
the speculators in the pit. Shorts also 
were eager bidders for the current 
month throughout the day. Light re- 
ceipts and small acceptances in the 
country also aided in the upturn. The 
range for July was between 69 3-8 and 
72 cents. The market closed firm, with 
prices almost at the top, final quota- 
tions on July being. at 71 7-8 and 72 
cents. 

Conditions in oats were similar to 
those in the corn pit, the July deliv- 
ery scoring an advance of 2 5-8c, while 
the new crop months held comparative- 
ly steady. ‘Small receipts and an ad- 
vance of 2 to 3 cents in the price of 
the cash grain were the chief factors 
contributing to the upturn in the cur- 
rent month. The market closed strong 
at almost the best marks for the day. 

Provisions were firm all day, owing 
to buying of lard and ribs by local 
packers. The bulge in grain and a 10c 
advance in live hogs were bullish fac- 
tors. Prices at the close were wun- 
changed to 15 cents higher, compared 
with yesterday’s final figures. :

weather in Texas, where maximum 
temperatures have prevailed in many 
sections, day, after day, of 100 to 102 
and, in some cases, 104 to 106 degrees, 
the Jatter in Ellis county, the latter 
the banner cotton county of Texas.
